Incentives for Heritage preservation? 


Bradford West Gwillimbury has the 
authority, under The Municipal Act 
and the Ontario Heritage Act, to write 
off some of the property tax levy for 
designated Heritage buildings. 

The write-off is designed to provide 
an incentive, to ensure Heritage 
buildings are maintained and 
preserved. 

A report to Council on December 3 
noted that the Town is permitted to 
"offset” the property taxes of a heritage 
home by 10% to 40%, as long as the 
building has Heritage Designation, 
and there is a signed agreement with 
the owner, promising to maintain the 
site in good condition. 

If a tax rebate program is 
implemented, both the Municipal 
and Provincial Education property 
taxes can be reduced by the agreed 
percentage. Whether or not the 
County levy is also reduced would be 
up to the County of Simcoe. 

The report pointed out that 
Newmarket, Whitby, Kitchener, 
Kingston and Markham have all 
adopted Tax Relief by-laws for heritage

. The Simcoe County Food and 
Agriculture Charter Steering 
Committee members, organizing 
partners, elected officials and 
key stakeholders announced the 
completion of the Food & Agriculture 
Charter. This important Charter 
supports our commitment to the 
food and agriculture sector in Simcoe 
County. These recommendations 
will help improve local food security 
and promote our local food and 
agriculture across Canada. 

. The County helped make the 
transition for newcomers to 
the region easier by launching 
immigraUon.simcoe.ca This online 
portal allows newcomers to search for 
various support services throughout 
the County. We are also proud to 
have hosted the first-ever Newcomer 
Recognition Awards, to recognize 
individuals, businesses and groups 
that positively impact the lives of 
immigrants in our region. 

. In the spring, the County of 
Simcoe updated its waste collection 
services. The new contract serves 
more than 137,000 locations in 
Simcoe County, and has resulted in 
$2.1 million in savings in its first year 
while increasing services overall. 

In subsequent years, the County 
anticipates $2.8 million in savings per 
year. Improvements have also been 
made to our waste diversion services 
that will help limit our impact on the 
environment, and improve the life 


cycle of County landfills. 

. County Council is committed to 
supporting programs that work 
towards providing a sustainable 
environment and habitat for future 
generations. As such we are proud to 
have approved the Green Fleet Action 
Plan in 2013 - a five year plan to 
guide the County’s efforts to reduce 
its carbon footprint and emission 
outputs by all County vehicles. 

. Arts and Culture play an important 
role in our communities. With this 
in mind, County staff conducted 
a regional Cultural Study, to 
determine how we can best support 
arts and culture in our member 
municipalities. The study will be used 
to implement future programs across 
the region, and promote tourism and 
economic growth. 

Council’s vision for a state-of-the- 
art, Seniors Lifestyle community 
for our residents became reality in 
2013 as the Georgian Village campus 
in Penetanguishene opened its doors 
this fall.

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A family tradition...

My family Christmas traditions are some or 
my earliest and fondest memories. As a child, 

I would impatiently wait for the Christmas 
season to arrive: I would receive double the gifts 
because my birthday falls on lanuary 5th. 

Christmas is such a magical time of year; a 
joyful atmosphere surrounds our hectic lives at 
this time - as people focus on spending time with 
their loved ones. 

My family Christmas gatherings 
are no exception. My mother is on_ 
of eight siblings, so one can imagine 
how difficult it is to squeeze nearly 70 
people into 1 house for Christmas Eve 
dinner. On the flip side, my father has only one 
brother, and our gatherings consist of no more 
than 10 people. Even so, I have great Christmas 
memories from both sides of my family. 

My Mother's family get-together was held at 
my grandmother’s house here in Bradford until 
I was about 12, when her home became just 
too small to entertain the entire party. My best 
memories are of playing silly games with my 
cousins, who are all about my age. I have roughly 
25 first cousins on my Mom's side. We would run 
around the house, hitdng each other with pillows 
and couch cushions, until my grandmother 
would pull out her sandal and threaten to spank 
us with it. For dinner, we would all gather in 
my grandmother’s basement, and sit at really 
long tables that stretched from one wall to the 
opposite wall. 


One year, there was a table that was set half way 
inside of the bathroom, because we were short of 
space; that explains why we had to re-locate ot 
Christmas gatherings. 

Christmas dinner usually consists of every type 
of meat imaginable - along with vegetables, my 
grandmother’s famous rice with carrots, and 
her trademark potatoes; the typical Portuguese 
holiday meal. For dessert, cake, cupcakes, 
cheesecake, Portuguese custard tarts, and more 
sweet treats. Later in the evening, my 
cousins and I gather around the TV and 
just hang out for hours. We had a lot more 
energy when we were kids. 

My mother’s family is Portuguese, my 
father’s background is Macedonian. 

My Dad's father was bom in Macedonia, and 
immigrated to Canada at age 10. There are only 
10 to 14 of us at my Dad’s family gatherings, and 
I usually end up playing ping-pong or foosball 
with my 17 year old cousin Michael and 23 year 
old second cousin Justin, before dinner. 

My Dad’s Christmas meal is not as grand as my 
mother’s side - but it still consists of a traditional 
Christmas turkey with mashed potatoes, veggies, 
and breads. For dessert, my family members and 
I take part in a classic Macedonian tradition, in 
which we bake a toonie into pie-like dish, called 
'Zelnic! We’ll slice up the spinach and cheese 
' Zelnic’ and whoever bites into the piece with 
the toonie, wins. After dinner, we gather around 
the Christmas tree and we have a gift exchange, 
while watching the Leafs play during ‘Hockey 
Night In Canada! 


Sharing Holiday memories

Presents, candy canes, joyful carols and snow- 
covered roads - what makes the Christmas 
season so magical? 

Philip Spiroff, 12, says that the most exciting 
part of Christmas is the mystery behind each 
present under the tree. “My favourite part of 
Christmas is shaking all of the presents before 
Mom and Dad lets me open them.” 

Fifteen-year-old Christian admits that he still 
feels the excitement of Christmas morning. 
"Christmas is the only day when I'll wake up 
early. I love going downstairs and seeing all of 
the presents under the tree, it’s so exciting.” 

Adults tend to view Christmas in a different 
light. It’s more about the priceless reactions from 
their children when they open their presents, 
and about family. 

"I love our family gatherings, and seeing all 
my cousins who I don't see very often. We have 
a huge meal every year, and we’ll always have a 
great time.” - Melissa Barney, 19 year old college 
student. 

“When I was little, I was one of nine children. 
There wasn’t a lot of money for my parents to 
spend on gifts for Christmas, so we would each 
receive a pair of new pajamas. We learned to 
appreciate the pajamas and we were overjoyed 
and grateful for them. I also remember playing 
a Christmas candy game with my brothers 
and sisters. We would grab a bag of candy and 
pour it in the centre of the circle of players. 

We’d then roll a dice that was covered with 
different messages. Some of these messages 


included " Take one candy," "Put one back" or 
“ skip a mm." Whoever loses all their candy is 
out, and the winner would win all of the candy. 
We would often have an extra bag of candy on 
the side for those who were left candy-less. It 
was so much fun! Every Christmas Eve we also 
attended midnight mass at Church. I encourage 
families to ensure that their children are aware 
of Christmas’ religious meaning. We must 
remember that the original purpose of Christmas 
is to celebrate the Nativity (birth of Jesus Christ)."

"Every year my parents and I watch the movie, 
“The Christmas Story,” on Christmas Eve. My 
mother is really obsessed with that movie. So 
obsessed that she dragged us to the movie 
theatre to watch the special edition of it last 
December.”

Veteran Bert Hogg grew up during the Great 
Depression, and has no real memories of a 
childhood Christmas. It was a difficult time for 
the family of 7 children, as it was for so many 
Canadians during the 1930s. “If the rent went up 
one or two dollars, we’d have to move. We didn’t 
have the money.” All the same, he says, “We had

man was killed instantly. His two 
year old grand-daughter, a passenger 
in the vehicle, was safely secured 
in a child seat, and was not injured. 
The continuing storm hampered 
investigation, and the roadway 
remained closed until the early 
morning hours of Dec. 22. 

Vehicles and trees were encased 
in ice, driveways and town roads 
were transformed into skating rinks - 
literally, in one YouTube video. 

South Simcoe Police are advising 
motorists to be prepared for winter 
weather, and poor driving conditions. 
They are recommending that drivers 
install 4 winter tires, to provide 
maximum stability and control in 
snow, slush and ice. 

Motorists are also advised to slow 
down, leave plenty of room between 
vehicles - and remember that bridges 
and overpasses will tend to ice up 
more quickly, and stay frozen longer. 

Always carry a winter survival kit in 
your vehicle - a blanket, water, granola 
or chocolate bars, extra clothing, 
waterproof matches, a candle, 
flashlight, small snow shovel, traction 
mats or kitty litter. 

And bottom line, listen to the 
weather reports. If the reports are 
calling for bad weather and warning 
of poor driving conditions, think about 
staying home, unless the trip is really 
necessary.
